Police Ambush Alleged $60,- 
000 Robber and Two in 
Conference in the 
Saratoga. 


RECOVER $6,000 JEWELS. 


Detectives Claim They Belong 
to Mrs. W. J. Jenkins, Vic- 
tim of Dramatic New 
York Burglary. 


In the spectacular arrest late yesterday 
afternoon of Charles Rosenthal, Paul M. 
Korshak, and Jey Harris in a room at the 
Saratoga hotel, the police believe they have 
solved the mystery of a $60,000 diamond 
robbery in the Hotel Lorraine, New York 
City, Dec. 11, 1900, the victim of which was 
Mrs. W. J. Jenkins, a resident guest of the 
hotel, 

Rosenthal, who is said by the police to have 
admitted that he is a paroled convict from 
the Elmira, N. Y., reformatory, was caught 
while be was dickering with Korshak and 
Harris for the purchase and sale of $6,000 
worth of unset diamonds, twenty-five in 
number, and all of them believed by the po- 
lice to be part of the jewels stolen from the 
apartments of Mrs. Jenkins. 

Korshak, who says he is a dealer in jewelry, 
and who is said also to be a dealer in en- 
larged photographs, was charged by the po- 
lice with receiving stolen goods. He had 
six diamond rings in his possession when 
taken into custody, and the police say he re- 
ceived the rings from Rosenthal. Korshak 
resides at 3351 Ogden avenue witn his wife, 
and ig a brother of Max Korshak, a lawyer 
with offices in the Ashland block. 

Harris, who gays he is a brother-in-law 
to Korshak and in his employ in the picture 
enlarging business, is being held without 
bail at the Central police station. 


Detectives Ambush Them. 

In order to effect the arrest of Rosenthal. 
Korshak, and Harris, and to secure evidence 
of guilt, Detectives Rohan, Kehoe, Bock, and 
Barry of detective headquarters, and opera- 
tives of the Mooney & Boland detective 
agency, rented a room adjoining the room oc- 
cupled by Rosenthal at the Saratoga hotel. 

Rosenthal bad been under surveillance for 
some time by the New York police, after they 
had vainly followed a score of clews to the 
author of the Jenkins diamond robbery. Up 
to the time that Rosenthal came under their 
notice the police knew only that a cedar

been forced open during her absence from 
the Lorraine hotel and that $60,000 worth of 
diamonds and other jewels had been stolen. 

A watch was placed on Rosenthal’s res- 
dence in Lenox avenue, and on last Thurs- 
day he was seen to leave and board a train 
for Chicago. He arrived here last Friday and 
registered at the Saratoga hotel, being as- 
signed to room 208. His movements were 
watched closely by the police, and it soon was 
learned that he wes in communication with 
Harris. Then he met Korshak, who visited 
the Saratoga hotel several times. 


Three Walk Into Trap. 

The detectives, despairing of securing suf- 
ficient evidence againat the suspect in any 
other way, rented the room next to Rosen- 
thal’s and began an eavesdropping game. 
They watched and waited for Rosenthal and 
the other men to come to the room, and 
last Monday evening Rosenthal, Korshak, 
and Harris walked into the trap that had 
been set. 

“ The police detectives and our operatives, 
said W. J. Sutherland of the Mooney. & 
Boland agency, “could overhear the con- 
versation in Rosenthal’s room. They plain 
ly heard him and the other men dickering for 
the sale of diamonds, and they could tell 
from the words used that a large number of 
precious stones were involved in the transac- 
tion and that a separate price was being 
fixed on each stone. 

“*Give me a fair price for this stuff, and 
I will bring along some other rocks that are 
just as good.’ 

% You can have that stone for $300,’ 

„That one will cost you $500.’ ” 


Find Records of Deal? 

These and similar expressions were used, 
it is said, within the hearing of the deteetives, 
and when they had heard enough to convince 
them that the evidence they sought was just 
en the other side of the wall they broke into 
Rosenthal’s room and arrested all three men. 

When the detectives entered the room they 
found a table strewn with pieces of paper on 
which the meg are said to have been figuring 
up the prices of the stones that were to 
change hands, and making. other written 
records of the deal. Harris admitted that he 
had written most of what was found on the 
papers, but he would tell nothing about the 
significance of the words and figures. “TI 
was just figuring,’’ was all he would say. 

Rosenthal, according to Sutherland, stood 
on his dignity when faced by the detectives, 
and asserted he Was an honest business man 
engaged in the purchase and sale of rare 
stones. 

“But when he was confronted with his 
criminal record,” added Sutherland, “ he ad- 
mitted that he was a paroled convict from 
the Elmira, N. Y., reformatory, and stated 
that he was convicted of burglary in New 
York City in 1908 and sentenced to a three 
year t

STRIKE BREAKERS WOUND SIX 


Run Car Down Philadelphia 
Street, Firing Into Crowds. 


YOUNG GIRL IS SHOT. 


Angered Bystanders Then Wreck 
Many Trolley Vehicles. 


Philadelphia, Pa., March 8.—Six persons, 
including a young girl, were wounded tonight 
by bullets fired by a party of alleged strike- 
breakers who rode wildly up and down 
Frankford avenue in a trolley car and shot 
into the crowds that lined the sidewalks. 

After one of the most uneventful days since 
the beginning of the strike the stoning of cars 
was renewed tonight along Frankford ave- 
nue, the principa) thoroughfare in the mill 
district in the northeast.. 

A stone thrown by one of the crowd injured 
a strikebreaking motorman. Infuriated at 
this, about fifteen of his comrades took outa 
car, all of the windows of which the crowd 
broke with clubs. As the car loaded with 
armed strikebreakers sped down Frankford 
avenue bullets were rained at the jeering 
crowd, 

Policeman Bragg of the Frankford district, 
who was standing on the sidewalk, received 
a bullet in his helmet about an inch above 
his head. 


Strikebreakers Shoot Low. 

Helen May, aged 14 years, was struck in 
the leg by a bullet; John Maloney, aged 18 
years, and Michael Osborn, aged 24 years, 
also were shot in the legs, and Frank Bro- 
miley, aged 23 years, received a bullet in his 
foot. These wounded were removed to the 
Frankford hospital. Two others injured were 
taken to their homes. 

After reaching Allegheny avenue the car 
was switched to the north bound track by 
its crew and the dash back to the barn began. 
So swiftly was it driven that before the 
crowd realized that it was coming back it 
had sped past them and into the barn again 

The shooting of inoffensive bystanders 
worked the crowds to a high pitch of excite- 
ment, and as other cars came down the 
street the mob proceeded to wreck them, 
in several instances leaving only the trucks 
on the rails. About a dosen arrests were 
made. 

There were a few minor outbreaks in the 
downtown district late tonight 


Both Sides Make Statements. 

Up to the time of tonight's rioting the day 
had been given over by the strike leaders and 
the police to the preparation of statistics to 
support their widely divergent claims of the 
strength of the sympathetic strike. 

The labor leaders, after receiving reports 
from the secfétaries of many local unions, 
reiterated their elatm of 125,000 men on strike 
and said many additional recruits would 
leave work tomorrow, when a detailed list of 
the number affected in each branch of indus- 
try will be made public. 

Director of Public Safety Clay, on the other 
hand, stated tonight that a recanvass of the 
city’s industrial establishments showed that 
while 1,000 workers walked out today, 2,600 
strikers returned to work. 

Manufacturers declared that many union 
men are disappointed over the failure of the 
general strike to force the Rapid Transit 
compeny to arbitrate, and have gone back to 
theif places of employment. 


Hosiery Plants Are Closed. 

Announcement of the decision of the great 
majority of the hosiery interests of the city 
to close their plants until next Monday was 
a late aftefnoon development in the strike 
situation. The announcement was coupled 
with the intimation that if the employés in 
the hosiery plants affected did not return to 
work by that time the mills might remain 
closed until fall. 

This action was decided upon at a meeting 
of the Philadelphia Hosiery Manufacturers’ 
association at the Manufacturers’ club, It 
was officially stated that the manufacturers, 
representing 75 per cent of the hosiery indus- 
try of Philadelphia, had voted unenimously 
to close down their mills until Monday. 

One of the manufacturers afterward stated 
that the association represented mills em- 
ploying 20,000 hands. He added that another 
meeting would be held before the week's end. 

Several. meetinge of labor men were held 
during the afternoon. C. O. Pratt, the car 
men’s leader, addressed a crowd of several 
hundred persone at a meeting of the allied 
Jewish trades at New Academy hall on 
South Fourth street, urging the men to stand 
fast ina winning cause. He declared that if 
an outdoor demonstration were permitted it 
would assume proportions which would sur- 
prise the country. Later, Pratt addressed 
another meeting of about 300 Hebrew work- 
ere along the same lines. \ 


Statewide Strike Discussed. 
Newcastle, Pa., March 8.—The State Fed- 
eration af Labor, which began ite annual 
convention here today, resolved to indorse 
the general sympathetic strike in Philadel- 
phia and pledged moral and financial sup- 
port to the cause. A routine resolution to 
thie effect, introduced by Delegate John 
Tracy of Philadelphia, was adopted and 
telegraphed tonight to the committee of ten 
in charge of the strike at Philadelphia. 
Strikebreakers Are Mobbed. 
Corinth, N. T., March 8.—A carload of 100 
nonunion men who were coming here to take 
the place of strikers in the mill of the Inter- 
national Paper company was dynamited late 
last night and forced to return to Saratoga.

Old Fashioned Family Best. 


“If one were required to name the most 


efficient institution for religious education 
that has yet appeared,“ said Prof. Coe in his 
address, as president of the association, 
“one might well reply ‘the old fashioned 
American family.’ 

“ Coincidently with this change in family 
life, religious functions have been eliminated 


public schools, those of New England. de- 
liberately inculcated religion. Only sixty- 
five years ago four-fifths of the cities and 


as a regular reading book. 

“But within the brief period of two gener- 
ations, partly by constitutional or statutory 
enactments, partly by court decisions, and 
partly by local administrations, religious 
functions have been forced out of the schools 
in many parte of the country, and in many 
other parts they are reduced to a minimum. 
The spirit of the public schools is generally 
sympathetic with religion, and this is of high 
significance. But the time is past when we 
may expect the state to take any part in 
specific, systematic, religious training. 

“Let us not regret the separation. For 
only when the religious and the political func- 
tions are set apart in a thorough und are our 
religious liberties secure. 


Separation Is Step Forward. 

„We cannot afford to commit the religious 
training of consideration to teachers who 
are themselves untrained for such a duty 
or to schools that are ultimately counseled 
by an electorate the majority of which may 
become sectarian, or secularistic, or ind. 
ferent. 

The separation is necessary for the sake 
of religion; it is a step forward and not 
backward. And not only does it add security 
to our religious liberation, it also places ne 
responsibility for religious education upon 
the institutions that are best able to carry 
it—namely: the churches. As religion in gen- 
eral is most vital where church and state 
are wholly separated, so religious educa..o.n 
‘can come to its best only through the vo.un- 
tary services and sacrifice of free churcnes. 

“In the continental United States there 
are, in round numbers, 16,000,000 pupils en- 


000,000 children from 5 to 14 years of age 
and 29,000,000 persons from 5 to 20 years of 
age. That is, the entire number of pupils of 
all ages in the Sunday schools is 4000 000 
less than the number of children from 5 to .4 
and 14,000,000 less than the number o. chil- 
dren and youth from 5 to 20. 


Difference Is Noted. 

It is true that the total number of Sun- 
day school pupils is nearly as large as that 
of school pupils, but a vast number of adults 
is included in the one and not in the other, 
We should remember, too, that there is @ 
marked difference between the attendance 
and enrollment in the Sunday schools. And 
even if a Sunday school pupil is regular in 
attendance, how extensive is his schooling 
in religion? a child who attends the day 
school for only four hours a day for forty 
weeks spends exactly as much time as a 
Sunday school pupil who attends one hour 
a Sunday fifty Sundays a year for sixteen 


from the schools of the state. The earliest 


years. 

“Can any one who contemplates the facts 
remain complacent toward the present re- 
lation of the chureh to education? Is it tol- 
erable that millions upon millions of Amer- 
wan children of school age should receive 
no systematic religious instruction? Is it 
tolerable that the fragmentary opportuni- 
ties that our Sunday schools now have should 
pe largely frittered away through slipshod 
organization and methods? 


Takes Raikes from Pedestal. 

Dr. Herbert L. Willett of the University 
of Chicago, who spoke on The Church 
Education Through the Sunday School,”’ re- 
moved Robert Raikes, who gathered the 
children of the streets of Gloucester, Eng- 
rand, and taught them 120 years ago, from 
his pedestal as the founder of the modern 
Sunday school. 

“The successor of the ‘ Ragged Schools’ 
of Robert Ralkes, he said, is the public 
school instead of the Sunday school. Robert 
Raikes’ schools were only among the ex- 
tremely poor. The instruction was secular 
and the teachers.were paid for their service. 
The only similarity to the Sunday school is 
in the fact that both were held on Sunday. 

Dr. Willett urged the study of the na- 
ture of the child, hest methods in teaching, 
and a thorough knowledge of the bible, 
Christian history, and ethics. He sharply 
upbraided those who insisted that modern 
learning was unspiritual. 

The critics of biblical criticism,”’ he said, 
“gre 4 great host. We ought to teach 
the youth of today nothing that they will 
be obliged to unlearn.“ 


Every Seventh Year for Pastors. 

Ministers ought to be allowed one year 
in. every. seven for travel and study at the 
expense of the church,“ was the ides! held 
out by William H. P. Faunce, president of 
Brown university, who spoke on The 
Church Educating Through the Minister.” 

“The newspaper, periodicals, and books 
have relieved the minister,“ he sald, from 
his former duties as a public educator, but 
he must all the more become a religious edu- 
cator. He ought to have enough salary to 
enable him to attend summer schools, buy 
valuable books, and attend conventions. 
Then the people ought to expect soul growth 
in him and leadership. 

“This is the most confused age Dr. 
Faunce declared, since the period of the 
French revofution.”’ 

Dr. Paunce declared that six months’ study 
on the book of Psalms would result in dis- 
carding many song books from our churches. 

The best preparation for work among 
the poor,“ he said, would de three mon 
study of the prophecy of Hosea.

LILLIS FACES NEW DANGER 


Doctor Fears Blood Poisoning 
May Menace Banker’s Life. 


CUT WITH A RUSTY KNIFE. 


Wounded Man Lies Absolutely Mute on 
Bed at Hospital. 


Kansas City, Mo., March &8,—Fear that 
complications may develop in the injuries of 
Jere F. Lillis, president of the Western Ex- 
change bank, whom John P. Cudahy, the 
packer, assaulted Sunday morning in the 
Cudahy home, caused physicians to abandon 
their announced plan to move him to his 
home today. Lillis is at St. Mary's hospital 
and may be kept there several days. 

The development that Dr. Samuel Ayres, 
who is attending the injured banker, most 
fears is blood poisoning. The knife which 
Cudahy used upon his victim is said to have 
been an old, rusty blade. 


Lillis Suffers in Silence. 

Lillis still is unable to talk, as his Mps 
were badly battered. . Nurses at the hospital 
say he had not spoken since his arrival 
there. 

As the knife did not touch any vital part 
of LAHis’ body, he probably will be able to 
be out in a few days if blood poisoning does 
not set in. 

Mr. Cudahy remains at the Coates house 
and refuses to talk. Johm Moss, Cudahy’s 
chauffeur, has not been located. 

The definite announcement that Lillis win 
not prefer charges against Cudahy renders 
doubtful the probability that any further 
det&ils of the circumstances that led up to 
the trouble ever will be made public. 

The county prosecutor has announced that 
he will make no effort to prosecute Cudahy 
if no one files a forma! charge against him, 
unless Lillis should die from his injuries. 


Mrs. Cudahy Going on Stage. 

According to a statement made by Gen.

SAID HE’D THROW A BOMB. 


Case Recalls Divorce Tangle of Two 
Families, 


Herbert O. Chapin was arrested last night 
by patrokmen from the Lake street station 
on @ warrant charging threats to kill sworn 
to by his wife, Mrs. Clara Chapin.

They were not sus- 
pected until a week ago when the company 
began checking up on its gold stock and found 
a discrepancy between what was sent to the 
gilding room and what was turned out in 
the finished product. Private detectives 
searched the Elgin jewelry and pawnsbops, 
but found nothing. 

The aid of the Chicago police was then en- 
listed and it was found that A. , a 
pawnbroker at Dearborn and Madison 
streets, had a record of seven purchases from 
the trio, totaling in value $1,500. The men 
first began doing business with Lipman on 
June 5 last and their final transaction was on 
March 1. When confronted with Lipman’s 
records they are said to have broken down.

WILLIAM H. MITCHELL DIES 


Old Age Takes Banker; 93 Years 


Old Tomorrow. 


WAS A NATIVE OF OHTO. 


His Son, John J. Mitchell, Called 


from California. 


William Hamilton Mitchell, vice president 
of the Illinoi# Trust and Savings bank, and 
father of John J. Mitchell; president of the 
same bank, died in his residence, 2004 Cal- 
umet avenue; at 7:45 o'clock last night. He 
was 93 years old, and up to the moment of his 
death enjoyed.fairly good health. : 

While Mr. Mitchell had not been well for 
several days, he Was up and around as usual 
yesterday and appeared to have’ regained 
much of-his old time strength, but the end 
was feared to be near. He retired about half 
an hour before his death and sank into a sleep 
which merged into tn. His demise was 
due to great age. 

Mrs. Mitchell, his 3 and a nurse were 
at the bedside. 


Son on His Way Here. 

John J. Mitchell was notified during the 
morning by telegraph at Pasadena, Cal., 
where he has been staying with his family, 
that the death of his father might be ex- 
pected at any time. He was on his way to 
Chicago when he received the news through 
a telegram delivered on the train that death 
had come. 

William H. Mitchell was born on a farm 
near Wellsville, Belmont county, O., March 
9, 1817. Tomorrow would have been his nine- 
ty-third birthday. At 22 years of age he 
left the farm and went into the business of 
flatboating. flour from Pittsburg to New 
Orleans. In 1849 he walked’ beside his ox 
team all the way. from Missouri to Call- 
fornia, where for two years he was engaged 
in traneporting goods and gold for the miners. 
Since 1873 he had made his home im Chicago. 


Active in Railroad Building. 

He was a promoter in the Alton Packet 
company. in 1852, but sold out and built the 
Alton and St. Louis railway. now the Chi- 
cago and Akon. He became president of the 
First National bank of Alton. In 1874 he 
came to Chicago and soon became identified 
with the Illinois’ Trust and Savings bank. 
To the time of his death he retained a con- 
trolling interest in the institution. but had 
turned over the active maragement to his 


son.

Washington, D. C., March 8.—[Special. ]— 
President Taft ls gathering his strength for 
one more asséult upon congress in behalf of 
hie administration measures. He is not sat- 


‘ isfied with the form in which the postal 


savings bank bill was passed by the senate, 
but he realizes also that the sentiment of 
the western members is such that it will be 
difficult to bring about a change satisfactory 
to all interests. 

The president within the next week or 
two will call in members of the house and 
senate for a conference over the postal bank 
measure, in the hope that the situation can 
be relieved. As the bill passed the senate 
the postal funds cannot be used to take up 
the 2 per cent government bonds now out- 
standing, and this is contrary to the prést- 
dent's idea of the form the bill should take. 


Leaders Not Enthusiastic. 


The situation is particularly threatening 
because of the half-hearted support which 
leaders of both houses have given to the 
postal bank bill. They have at no time been 
enthusiastic for the meaeure, and therefore 
have been unwilling to fight for the presi- 
dent’s version of it with the enthusiasm with 
which they would have fought a more pleas 
ant battle. If an attempt is made to amend 
the bill so that it will permit the financing 
of the 2 per cent government bonds, as the 
president wishes, the bill will again have to 
run the gauntlet of the western insurgent 
forces. 

Chairman Weeks of the house committee 
on postoffices and postroads stated today 
-that the bill would not be reported out of 
that committe> for some time. Mr. Weeks, 
Uke Senator Aldrich, never has been particu- 
larly anxious to see the postal savings bank 
system established and has been credited 
with being avowedly opposed to the presi- 
dent's bill. 


Rail Bill Also in Danger. 


The understanding now is that Mr. Weeks 
is willing to report the bill if the house wants 
it. He stated today that the bill would be 
given “ earnest and prayerful” een 
atlon by the committee. 

The president's railroad bill is in an even 
more dangerous situation than the postal 
bank bill. The president informed visitors 
today that the commerce court clause of the 
bill was the feature which he believed most 
important; that as long as that feature was 
retained he would not make an issue of the 
house committee’s action in striking out 
ether important features of the administra- 
tion bill.

Each Side Arraigns Motives and 
Personnel of the Other. 


COLE IS TARGET OF “DRYS.” 


Head of Wet“ Society Replies in 
Statement Full of Adjectives. 


The daily fight between the ‘‘ wets” and 
“drys” centered yesterday in attacks made 
by each side on the motives and personnel 
of the other. The wets accused the drys of

Prof. MeHugh Says There Is Ne 
Danger of Collision with 
the Earth. 


BY REV. DANIEL J. M’HUGH, Cc. M.. 
(De Paul University.] 
Halley’s comet is growing brighter each 
evening, but ft is still far from being visible 
to the naked eye. Indeed, there is little hope 
of locating it now with an unmounted tele- 
scope. On a remarkably clear evening, such 
as Sunday last, almost any kind of a glass 
would have revealed the hazy outlines of the 
comet, provided it was properly directed and 
firmly fixed. 
The time to see the comet now is from 
about 7 until 7:30 o’clock in the evening. Its 
position is far to the west of the constella- 
tion of the Twins. It was easily found last 
night by measuring west from the planet 
Saturn fifty -five minutes and north almost 
two degrees. It was watched until it sank 
into the vapors near the western horizon at 
7:30 o'clock, 
People may wonder why it takes the comet 
so long to become visible. Six months have 
elapsed since THE TRIBUNE printed the ac- 
count of the comet's discovery. We shoufd 
bave been able to see the comet some time ago 
if the earth were where it was last October 
or November. 


Above Plane of Earth’s Orbit. 

Since, however, the earth journeys 
around the sun once a year in an almost cir- 
cular orbit whose diameter is over 180,000,000 
miles, the distance covered since last Oc- 
tober is considerable and our planet is now 
in a locality far remote from the sunward 
bound comet. If the path of the earth is 
considered to lie in a horizontal plane, then 
the comet's path is inclined upward at an 
angle of about 18 degrees. The comet is 
now considerably above the plane of the 
earth's orbit and will climb higher and high- 
er each day until, on April 19, reaching the 
perihelion goal post, more than 54,000,000 
miles from the sun. Then the downward 
journey will begin; earth and comet drawing 
rapidly toward each other.

ACCIDENT TO WIDOW FOLLOWS 
DEATH OF HUSBAND IN HOTEL. 


Report of a Suicide Pact Is Disproved by 
Investigations of New York and Chi- 
cago Police. 


Soon after the body of Joseph H. Smith, 
who died suddenly at the La Salle hotel Mon- 
day, was started on its way to New York, 
word was received from the eastern city that 
his widow, Mrs. Julia M. Smith. was found 
unconscious from gas poisoning in her apart- 
ments at G01 West One Hundred and Fifty- 
third street. Prompt medical aid saved her, 
it was learned later. 

The case gave rise to rumors of a suicide 
pact, but the Chicago police. learned that 
the woman's casé was an accident. It was 
claimed that no autopsy was held on Smith, 
but Coroner’s Physician Joseph Springer 
said he had made an examination, found that 
Smith had been living high, and the physi- 
cian furnished the evidence which resulted 
in the jury decreeing that organic heart dis- 
ease was the cause of death. Smith was 
traveling salesman for a silk manufacturing 
concern. He was 45 years old. 

According to the information received, Mrs. 
Smith was in the bathroom curling her hair. 
While she was heating the poker over the 
gas jet she was seized with a fainting spell. 
In falling her hand struck out the gas flame 
and she was overcome by the fumes. Her 
blistered hand gave evidence of the truth of 
her statement. 


BOAT REPORTED IN DISTRESS 
IN THE LAKE OFF 51ST STREET. 
Freighter Mary Ann Said to Have 


Grounded on Sand Bank, but No Sign 
of Craft Is Found. 


The report that the iron ore freighter Mary 
Ann. bound for South Chicago. had grounded 
on the Grand sandbank off Fifty-first street 
caused considerable excitement and anxious 
watching among the residents of the Chicago 
Beach and other lake front hotels last night. 
It was reported to the Central police that 
the Mary Ann, in charge of Capt. Table- 
frame and a crew of twelve men, was in dis- 
tress out in the lake and that signals had 
been seen by the life saving crew at the 
Jackson park station. 

Tne report was telephoned to the Hyde 
Park police station, the Chicago Beach hotel, 
and the life saving station at the mouth of 
the Chicago river for confirmation of the 
report. Watchers climbed to the roof of the 
hotel, but could discover no sign of a boat.

TALKS ABOUT STRIKE,

The affair was arranged by Prof. R. F. 
Hoxie and the students in his political econ- 
omy class. Mr. Gompers was pued with 
questions concerning the Philadelphia strike 
situation and oiher subjects of interest ta 
the students, In addition to the persons 
from the university, a large number of labor 
leaders attended. 


Tries to Engineer Merger. 

An effort to bring about an amalgamation 
between the Chicago Building Traces coun- 
cil and the Associated Building Trades was 
made by President Gompers in the afternoon 
at a conference with leaders of the building 
trades unions,

were discussed. If an amalgamation is 
brought about Martin B. (Skinny) Mad- 
den and his Junior Steamfitters’ union will, 
it is reported, be left out of thé fold. 


Coal Wage Negotiations Open. 
Wage negotiations between the Illinois 
Coal Operators’ association and the wage 
scale committee of the United Mine Workers 
of Illinois began in the morning in the Fisher 
building. The conferences probably will con- 


‘tinue until next Saturday. President Dun- 


can MacDonald of the unfof is at the head of 
the miners’ committee. The men demand 
an increase in wages of 10 per cent and cer- 
tain changes in working conditions.

Was Nominated. 


PLATT SWUNG INTO LINE. 


kia 
New Yorker Self-Deceived Re- 
garding Alleged Pledge of 
Cabinet Place. 


Washingt D. C., March 8.—[{Special.}— 
The first inside story of how the New York 
delegation was swung into line for Benjamin 
Harrison, thus assuring the nomination of 
the Indianian in the Republican national 
convention of 1888, was told today by Senator 
Stephen B. Elkins of West Virginia. 

The statement was brought out by a pub- 
lished story to the effect that Elkins had 
offered Thomas C. Platt the secretaryship of 
the treasury in return for the support of the 
New York delegation for Harrison in the con- 
vention. Mr. Platt was quoted as authority. 
This was denied by the West Virginian. 

Senator Elkins explained that his action 
in behalf of Harrison came about because the 
Indidniam was an old friend of his father-in- 
law, Henry Gassaway Davis, who had served 
with him in the senate. 


‘ No Promises in Letter to Platt. 

“On my way to the convention of 1888 I 
Mopped to see Mr. Harrison at Indianapolis 
and I told him it was necessary to have the 
support of the Blaine men in the convention 
and also the aid of the New York delegation, 
of which Platt was the head,” said Mr. El- 
kins.. Before I left him he gave me three 
letters—one addressed to Whitelaw Reid, the 
second to Platt, and the third to a man I 
have forgotten for the moment. The Platt 
letter was worded carefully and contained no 


Upon arrival in Chicago I sought out 
Platt and we took a drive together along the 
lake froot. Platt was a man of few words 
and not much was said, but I told him I 
Wished him to be for Harrison. He replied 
that he didn't know Harrison well, which 
Was the case with the majority of the leaders. 
Harrison always had a faculty of keeping to 
himself when in congress and had not made 
many intimate friends:

“Windom then appeared to be the better 
man, although it turned out afterward that 
When the prési- 
dent made the appointment it seemed to me 
that the promise to consuk Platt had been 
kept and that he got and was in a fair way 
to get all the patronage he desired. 

Platt, however, never got over his disap- 
pointment. The newspapers have attempted 
to make it appear that he was misled by a 
promise to make him secretary of the treas- 
ury, but Platt never made any such state- 
ment to me in all our conversations on the 
subject. This disappointment undoubtedly 
manifested itself at the Minnefipolis conven- 
tion in 1892, when Platt was opposed to Har- 
rigon’s renomination.’’. 


Would Set History Right. 
Senator Elkins said at the close of the state- 
ment he thought history should. be set right 
on the subject.. He expressed the highest 
regard and admiration for Mr. Platt and 
sorrow over his death.

Shifts Is Feature,

ROME, March Twelve seconds, repre- 
senting Deputy Chiesa in his proposed duels 
with Gen. Prudente, Deputy Morando, and 
Duke di Litta, assembled in the lobby of 
parliament and, after an hour’s discussion, 
decided Gen. Prudente would have the pref- 
erence in meeting Chiesa. Their meeting was 
arranged to take place at 4 o'clock in the aft- 
ernoon outside of St. Paul's gate. 

When the adversaries, seconds, and doctors 
arrived all the roofs and windows were 
crowded. It was decided the number of spec- 
tators was altogether too large, and, after 
a hurried consultation, the locality of the 
meeting was changed. All parties to the 
duel hastened in automobiles to search for 
a sultable spot. Newspaper men also were 
provided automobiles, and they started in 
pursuit of the others, — a long proces- 
sion of motor cars. 


Reporters Promise to Bé Good. 

All hands ultimately arrived at a wineshop 
owned by an archist named Volpi, who 
consented to the duel to be fought in hig 
beck yard. The reporters were allowed ‘to 
see it if they promised to keep quiet and be- 
have themselves, a ane which was quick- 
ly forthcoming. 

Preparations for the fight began, but un- 
fortunately the wineshop was under the sur- 
veillance of the police, who goon Were attract- 
ed by; the unusual commotion. The result was 
that within five minutes the police comnils- 
sioner arrived on the scene and sdught admit- 
tance et the front door. Here he was met 
by the reporters, who tried hard to convince 


him the law was not being broken. 


The commissioner left, but only to appear 
suddenly at the back door communicating 
with the yard. The sight of his face alone 
was sufficient for the would-be duelists, who, 
fearing arrest, sought safety in flight. They 
rode in all haste back to the city, where news 
of the failure of the meeting was received 
with great amusement. 


Hitch in Code of Honor; Duel Off. 

Despite the decision of the jury of honor 
that the offense in which Gen. Di Cossato 
challenged Deputy Chiesa to fight a duel 
was serious enough to warrant the use of 
firearms the seconds failed to agree. Gen. 
di Cossato insisted the weapons be pistols. 
When he carried this point before the jury 
of honor the seconds of Chiesa insisted the 
distance be twenty meters and that one 
shot be fired into the air at the word of com- 
mand. Gen. Di Cossato’s seconds were un- 
willing to change the duel into a sham fight 
Jand broke off negotiations.

greater than those getting off the front end, 
the conductors’ giving more attention to 
fares than to those ‘getting.off. 

“A number Of persons were injured while 
crossing the tracks behind cars. because they 
failed to stop and look if a car was ap- 
proaching from the opposite direction.“ the 
report says. More than one-half of all 
the injured were between the age of 20 and 
40 years, which proves that persons are more 
careless at this stage in Hfe than in any 
other.“

At the opening the 
eourt denied a motion for separate trials, as 
well as the request by the state for an ad- 
journment of Tschaikovsky's case in view of 
the non- appearance of Feodoroff, the political 
agent of the secret police, and three other 
important police witnesses. The is#uance of 
subpeenas for American witnesses also was 
denied. 

Before the proceedings began Mme. Bracey, 
the daughter of Tschaikovseky, was admit- 
ted to the courtroom momentarily.

AMOVODENE, Bulgaria, Dec. 16.— The 
men of Samovodene are not only better 
than the women in education, stature, 
and looks but. they are better than the 
town itself, better than the houses they 
. live in, and much better than their furniture. 

If one may judge from this village, the aver- 
age Bulgarian who emigreted to America has, 
before hfs departure, neither slept in a bed nor 
‘gat on a chair. At any rate, beds and chairs 
are not common objects of household furniture. 
Neither are they in Japan. 

That neither proves that the culture of Samo- 
of Osaka, nor 
that the men of this village are better or worse 
or of more or less culture than those of Osaka. 
It simply means that neither here nor there 
have chairs or beds. become an essential part of 
household furniture. Chairs are inventions; 
likewise. stools, aleo beds. There are about 
100.000. 000 people in this world, on a high plane 
ot culture, who prefer to sit and sleep on the 
fioor. Among this lot are the Japanese and

While the farmers who had 
had experience thought living in America 
cheaper than here, the shoemaker thinks he can 
live cheaper here.

All the Emigrants. Can Write. 


These men can all read and write. It is the 
mayor's opinion that all who have gone from 
Samovodene to America can read and write. 
They are among the picked men of this village. 
This is not a poor village; there are no poor 
people in it. The richest man in the village 
owns forty acres, a little water mill, and four 
head of oxen. His stable and house in general 
arrangement are similar to those I described 
yesterday. His house has wooden floors and a 
little bit of furniture. It has two antiquated 
iron beds, one of them double, the only one I 
have seen in Burope. Hanging over, the bed 
from a peg in the wall was a saber and an old- 
fashioned rifle. 

The house ef the shoemaker, while it has an 
earth floor and precious little furniture, looks 
more like a home than any house in town I 
have visited. This is probably due to the fact 
that its walls are rather thickly. covered with 
photographs, postcards, and other chromos and 
that it has two beds, with coarse, homemade 
plaid blankets, red pillow cases covered. with 
white lace, and three chairs. While this house, 
to me, has an atmosphere of being furnished, 
to a Japanese gentleman of the old school it 
would seem overburdened with furniture. He 
is accustomed to extreme simplicity; no chairs, 
no table, perhaps a single picture by some rare 
artist, and a ‘single example of some rare 
ceramic art. What we spend on wallpaper, car- 
pets, mirrors, lace curtains, hangings, cheap 
oil paintings, he expends on a piece of hand- 
polished wood, a painted screen, a single pic- 
ture, and hig floor mats. 2 

It all depends on the point ot view and that 
depends on ‘our previous experience. I should 
prefer less mud around the house of these 
Samovodene peasants, better ventilation, more 
‘modern cooking appliances, and some simple 
sanitary arrangements. But the fact that he

BUILDING NAVAL VESSELS ON THE 
‘ GREAT LAKES. ; 

Some of the ship. builders of the great 
lakes do not wish to confine their busi- 
ness to. the construction of peaceful 
freight-carriers. They desire to compete 
with the ship yards on the Atlantic and 
Pacifie in the construction of naval ves- 
sels. Their ambition does not extend to 
battleships, for they know that it any 
were built on the lakes it would be as im- 
possible to get them to the ocean where 
alone they could be needed as it was for 
Robinson Crusoe to get the first. canoe 
he built to the water. But they would 
like contracts for torpedo boats and other 
small vessels which could squeeze through 
the locks of the Welland and St, Law. 
rence canals. 

Not even the smaller naval vessels can 
be built on the lakes under the terms of 
the Rush-Bagot convention of 1818. 
After specifying the naval force each of 
the two governments should be allowed 
to maintain on the great lakes, it pro- 
vides that no other war vessels should 
be built or armed on them. ‘The inhibi- 
tion against building was necessary. 
There were no canals then, ahd a naval 
vessel could have been built on the lakes 
only with an eye to its use there. It 
either government were to object to the 
building of a naval vessel on the great 
lakes for use on the ocean the terms of 
the conyention. would be ample Warrant. 

The American ship builders on the great 
lakes say that naval vessels can be built 
more cheaply in their yards than in the 
plants on salt water. They say they are 
nearer the raw material—iron ore. The 
government might save money by mak- 
ing contracts with them. If so something 
could be gained by a modification of the 
Rash-Bagot convention so as to allow of 
the building on the great lakes of small 
naval vessels to be used on the ocean. 
This is what seems to be aimed at in a 
resolution of the house of representatives 
asking the secretary of the navy as to 
the size of naval vessels that could be 
passed from the great lakes to the ocean, 
what obstacles are in the way of the 
construction, and what steps, if any, 
have been taken to remove them. 

Whatever may be done in that direc- 
tion the limitation on the armed force’ to 
be maintained on the great lakes should 
not be tampered with. The ship builders 
would like to see it abrogated. Then they 
would besiege congress with appeals for 
appropriations for battleship fleets for the 
lakes. As far as Canada is concerned, 
“needs no bulwarks, 
no towers along the steep,” no formidable 
ships on the lakes, and no forts on the 
frontier. The restrictions of the conven- 
tion of 1818 have been of so much value 
to the United States and Canada, by 
keeping them out of a wasteful competi- 
tion in armaments, that the greatest cau- 
tion and deliberation should be exercised 
in modifying it, if it be modified.

Of course, under ordinary circum- 
stances, the fact of a co-respondent being domiciled 
abroad does not exempt him from the issue of a de- 
cree and damages against him by the English divorce 
court. But, in the instance of Herbert Harriman, the

Illinois Central President Says 
That No Further Changes 
Will Be Made. 


PROTEST AT RATE RAISE. 


Delegates from Western Cities 
Fear Removal of Their Pack- 
ing Industries. 


Permanent organization of the Illinois 
Central railroad staff is now completed by 
the election of W. L. Park as vice president 
in charge of operation. No other changes 
are contemplated, according to President J. 
T. Harahan, who returned yesterday from 
the directors’ meeting in New York. if 
Park is expected to arrive today. 

Mr. Harahan issued a formal statement 
calculated to set at rest persistent reports 
that he contemplated resigning to become 
chairman of the board of directors. Later 
he admitted that such a plan had been con- 
sidered but had been abandoned. 


; Pleased with the Selection. 

“In the selection Of Mr. Park I feel that 
we have exactly the kind of man we require,” 
President Harahan skid. ‘‘ Ishall have more 
time to give to the important matters con- 
stantly arising.. This completes our perma- 
nent organization. There are no other 
changes in view.

Protest Against Increased Rates. 

A protest against the recent advances in 
freight rates on packing house products from 
the Missouri river to Chicago was presented 
during the day to a committee of executive 
and traffic officials by a large delegation rep- 
resenting the commercial clubs and the live- 
stock exchanges of Omaha, St. Joseph, Sioux 
City, and St. Paul, the stockyards companies 
of Omaha Sioux City, and St. Joseph, the 
livestock exchange of South Omaha, and the 
Jobbers and Manwfacturers’ association of 
St. Paul. 

With the exception of the Alton and Wa- 
bash. the railroade recently determined to 
advance Missouri river-Chicago rates on 
fresh meats and packing house products from 
18% to 23% cents per hundred pounds on 
through traffic, and from 20 to 23% cents on 
local traffic, effective on March 2. Similar 
advances were made from St. Paul to Chi- 
cago and from the Missouri river to St. Paul.
